anda Fifth in the Water ufes her Tail and Fins for the 
fame purpofe, as alfoa Horle, a Dog, @c. turn them- 
felves by their leggs, and a Man by his arms tn fwim- 
ming, the Element being grofs enough to Jay fo much 
hold on it as to create a new Motion; but "tis not fo 
in the Air, for a Man’s hand or a Horlte’s legge is not 
broad and light enough to fix upon ic, nor is there fo 
much prefence of mind in fuch a quick motion to ule 
the moft probable means to fall with the Feet down- 
wards: But there may two very good Reafons be given 
for a Cat's falling with her Feee downward. Firjt, A 
heighth is no terror to a Cat, as may be gathered frem 
their common fitting upon the Tops of Houles, running 
up into Trees, as a Squirrel does; and fuch Creatures 
may perhaps with fome reafon be called amphibious, 
as living in the Air and on the Farth, as Froggs, Toads, 
Orters, 7c. are, for ufing both Land and Water, the 
laft not being their Element, but us’'d by ’em more 
than by other Creatures; hence a fall is no fuch a ter- 
ror to a Cat, a Squirrel, a Jack-call, éee. as other Crea- 
tures that are not accultoin'’d to climbing, and therefore 
trey can better prepare tor it than others, for all fuch 
Creatures always light upon their Feet. But befides 
their accuftomednets to the dangers of Climbing, they 
have a ftrange activity of Body, being able to turn and
